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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,15, and 20 recite a printable coating composition 
comprising (1) an anionic acrylic polymer, (2) an epoxy acrylate in an amount sufficient 
to improve ink adhesion of said coating composition, and (3) a crosslinking agent 
wherein the crosslinking agent crosslinks the acrylic polymer to an extent sufficient to 
improve the resistance of said coating to isopropyl alcohol and/or hot water. 

The closest prior art, Jensen (US Patent 5,662,985) fails to disclose or render 
obvious a printable coating composition comprising an anionic acrylic polymer that is 
crosslinked such that it is resistant to isopropyl alcohol and/or water and further 
comprises an epoxy acrylate.
